Rod Blagojevich, a

Blagojevich, by state law, 
is required to name a 
replacement for U.S. Sen. 
Barack Obama after the 
Illinois senator is elected 
president. But a month 
after Obama’s election, FBI 
agents arrest Blagojevich 
and his chief of staff at 
their homes on a broad 
array of corruption 
charges, including asking 
for favors in exchange 

for his selection of a 
replacement in the Senate

is later sworn in as the

him to 14 years behind

An appeals court tosses 
some of Blagojevich’s 
convictions that he sought 
to sell or trade Obama’s 
old U.S. Senate seat. While 
the court vacated his 
14-year sentence, it noted 
that the former governor 
was not entitled to be 
released from prison in 
the meantime. 


A federal appeals court Tuesday overturned some of the most sensational convictions that sent 


former Gov. Rod Blagojevich off to a lengthy stint in prison, ruling that federal prosecutors in 


Chicago did not prove that the Democrat broke the law when he tried to get a Cabinet position 


in President Obama’s administration in exchange for Obama’s old Senate seat. 


Over the course of two trials, Blagojevich was 
convicted on 18 corruption counts, including his 
attempt to obtain a job or campaign contributions 
in return for selling the US. Senate seat vacated 
by Obama after he was elected president in 2008. 
Testifying in his own defense during his second 
trial in 2011, Blagojevich denied there was any quid 
pro quo for the Senate seat and dismissed the talks 
captured in undercover recordings as “lengthy 
musings,” not serious proposals. 


The 7th Circuit Court of Appeals in Chicago 
dismissed five of the 18 counts Blagojevich was 
convicted on. It also ordered that Blagojevich be 


resentenced, although it ruled that the original 
14-year sentence was not too high even with the 
tossed convictions. 


The 58-year-old married father of two, currently in 
a Colorado prison, will have another day in court, 
but his hopes of being freed from prison anytime 
soon remain dim at best. That said, it’s likely he 
could serve less than his original sentence. 


Prosecutors could appeal the ruling or could choose 
to retry Blagojevich on the dropped counts, though 
prosecutors often decline to retry a case if most of 
the counts are upheld. 


Rod Blagojevich will likely have another day 
in court. But it remains to be seen whether 
his barber’s prediction came true: that the ex- 
governor’s famous dark mane would turn gray 
behind bars. 

After Blagojevich headed off to prison, his 
barber revealed that the disgraced former 
governor’s raven coif was actually dyed, the 
Chicago Tribune reported in 2013. Not ex- 
actly a well-kept secret. 

It’s unclear if Blagojevich has access in pris- 
on to hair dye, though dyes are not included in 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons’ list of hygiene 
products provided to inmates. 

One of his attorneys, Aaron Goldstein, told 
the Tribune at the time: “I haven't seen a picture. 
I expect proof beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

When he was governor, Blagojevich was so 
obsessive about his hair that he had a security 
official carry a brush.

Granted, Prace’s call fer abjocudieation 
equality wasn't said with intense fervor, he 
wasn’t speaking in front of the UN Hu- 
man Rights Committee campaigning for 
more global objectification of that gorgeous 
V-shape.

ou get invited to grab drinks on a first date. Your friend’s birthday party 
is at a bar. Booze is flowing at places like ballparks and summer festivals 


where you like to hang out with your friends. Alcohol can be a big part of 


the social life of a 20-something in Chicago. But what if you’re in recovery? 


“It’s nearly impossible for a younger person 
to not feel excluded or isolated when a major- 
ity of socialization happens in an environment 
that almost requires alcohol,” said Dr. Gail 
Basch, assistant professor and director of the 
Rush Addiction Medicine Program at Rush 
University Medical Center. 

Recovering addicts across the country are of- 
fering options to provide a social, fun environ- 
ment without drugs or alcohol, from a sober 
bar to a clean college spring break. 

While going to a bar can be a relapse trig- 
ger for some addicts, some young patients in 
recovery also aren’t completely satisfied simply 
going to coffee shops or bookstores when their 
friends are at bars and clubs, Basch said. 

Once Chris Reed, who lives in Fox River 
Grove, got clean in 2009, he found there 


weren't a lot of places to hang out. The recover- 
ing heroin addict often went to bowling alleys 
and movie theaters, but it wasn’t long before 
that lost its appeal. 

In 2013, he opened a sober bar named The 
Other Side, which is run by volunteers on 
weekends in Crystal Lake, about an hour out- 
side Chicago. 

“We do everything a bar would do, just with- 
out alcohol. Live music, DJs and sports games, 
all that stuff,” said Reed, 24, who is president of 
the nonprofit New Directions Addiction Re- 
covery Services, which provides a network of 
resources focused on awareness, support and 
treatment of substance abuse. 

Inside the warehouse that used to house 
equipment for Reed’s construction company is 
asmall stage space at the ground level for bands 


to play or comedy acts 
to perform. Upstairs 
is a lounge with three 
couches, a Batman

and water for $1. 

Reed wants to 
change the stigma that being sober is boring 
and that people need alcohol to have a good 
time and be social. 

A combination of people in recovery, peo- 
ple who choose not to drink and friends and 
families of people who don’t drink turn up at 
the sober bar, Reed said. “We don’t really care 
why you don’t drink or what caused you not to 
drink,” he said. “If you’re not drinking and you 
want to go, you’re more than welcome.” 

Hanging on the wall inside the remodeled so- 
ber space are photos of three people who Reed 
and his friends lost to drug and alcohol addic-

Reed attended a 12-step meeting Sept. 20, 
2009, the day after he used his last batch of 
heroin and spent the last of his money. “I had 
met some people at that meeting who had gone 
through all the same things I had gone through, 
and I was so desperate to do something differ-

ent and willing to listen to what anybody said,” 
Reed said. 

He said he started going to meetings every 
day and never turned back. 

“When I was using, I literally had nothing 
going for me,” Reed said. He had no goals. He 
could barely get up in the morning or take a 
shower without getting high, he said. His drug 
addiction also landed him in legal trouble. He 
has a couple of misdemeanors on his record 
for disorderly conduct and criminal trespass in 
addition to pleading guilty to DUI and getting 
busted for drug possession. He said he over- 
dosed on heroin three times in one week. 

Reed started drinking in eighth grade and as 
a high-school freshman smoked weed and ex- 
perimented with other drugs, such as Ecstasy. 
He got into cocaine his junior year and then 
tried heroin and got hooked. 

He managed to graduate from high school, 
but he was using heroin every day. 

Today, his life is very different: “I’m able to 
be a friend, a son and do everything I wanted 
to do, and literally nothing is holding me back 
from that,” Reed said. 

It’s tough for addicts not only to kick their 
habit but also to replace that behavior with so- 
ber activities and with friends who aren't using, 
Basch said. 

“The notion of not isolating and socializing 
among a group of one’s peers is very appealing, 
and to do it in an alcohol-free place is a promis- 
ing idea,” Basch said. 

More than 400 miles south of Chicago, Ash- 
er Levine is in Nashville organizing substance- 
and alcohol-free events for college students at

times when students tend to party hard. 

Take, for example, New Year’s Eve or spring 
break. 

“If you don’t want to drink, you either have 
to stay at home and stay in the dorm and hide 
or hang out with your friends that do drink but 
try not to make the choice they make, which 
is difficult,” said Levine, CEO and founder of 
Blue Community, which organizes clean events 
sponsored by treatment centers and recovery 
advocacy organizations, drawing college stu- 
dents from all over the country. 

He’s putting together a camping event for 
college students in recovery Sept. 25-27 in 
Georgia for $150 per person including meals, 
lodging and activities. 

Every week in March, he’s heading up a clean 
spring break in Florida to give recovering col- 
lege students a weeklong drug- and alcohol-free 
spring break. Hotel packages start at $300 per 
person and include a couple of meals, a few 
sponsored activities and assistance in getting to 
12-step meetings. 

As a certified interventionist and treatment 
professional, Levine’s heard people say they 
wanted to do something fun and connect with 
people their age in recovery. 

“What we're really doing here is creating a 
space for young people in recovery,” he said.

By Sean Ely | REDEYE 
pon graduating from the Big 
Ten, you’re immediately part 
of a special alumni fraternity. 

College-graduate Midwesterners just get one 
another, having an unrivaled allegiance to their 
alma maters. And no one understands that bet- 
ter than former Ohio State Buckeye and Heis- 

man Trophy winner Eddie George, who will 

be the grand marshal of the BI'N Big 10K 
‘and 5K races Saturday at Soldier Field. 
fi) The BTN Big roK is in its fourth 
year, after becoming one of the Top 
15 largest 10K races in the country in 
just a few years. In 2014, fans from 48 
states and eight countries attended. 

“Chicago is at the hub of all that [camara- 
derie],” said George, who was inducted into 
the College Football Hall of Fame in 2011.

“Last year the Big Ten showed we are the 
best in college football, and now it’s time to 
celebrate,” George said. “I want all Big Ten 
fans to come to Chicago to run in the BTN 
Big 10K and then join me afterward for the 
summer’s best tailgate party.” 

The legendary Tennessee Titans running 
back will give a pep talk to runners before the 
race and present all the awards afterward, leav- 
ing time for photo opportunities as well. 


Are your days at OSU still at the front of 
your memory? I’m a Michigan State guy, 
so | know the Big Ten lifestyle really never 
leaves you. 

Oh man, definitely. It seems like yesterday. 
But I will say lately it’s starting to feel like it 
was eons ago, wearing those huge pads and 
big numbers from the ’9os. [Laughs.] 


Those were so unbelievably amazing. Every- 
thing is smaller and tighter now. 

Yes! Watching how things have changed is 
amazing. Over time I think about my career, 
coming from Ohio State and playing in the 
Big Ten, such a storied conference. The 


league competition is incredible right now. 
It makes you feel really proud to come from 
that conference and to have the career I did. 


So you're the grand marshal of this big race. 
Are you much of a runner yourself now? 

I ran the Country Music Half Marathon in 
2007. I'll tell you, those long runs are a true 
beast. And Nashville isn’t like Chicago with 
the breeze off the lake. It gets sticky, hot and 
humid with a lot of hills. I said after that, 
“That’s my last long race.” [Laughs.} Pll run 
5Ks and shorter distances now to stay active. 


I know your're really into yoga, right? 

Yeah, it’s been a lifestyle for me since 1997, 
actually. It centers me and is really great for 
stress and reducing it. 


Your commitment to health really never left 
you after retiring from the NFL, has it? 
Training and working out and eating right, 
that’s always been such a huge part of my 
lifestyle. It gives me more energy and makes 
me more efficient; I’m able to do things that 
my counterparts who played the games can’t 
do. Some can’t walk, and some are getting 
knee replacements. I want to preserve what I 
have for a while. 


So why should people run the Big 10K? What 
should their mindset be? 

Just come out and enjoy yourself. That’s the 
No. 1 thing. All the personal times and records 
or worrying about beating them? Put it aside. 
It’s about getting outdoors, enjoying the 

great city of Chicago and enjoying the run. 


You're right. Having the ability to stand up 
and run at all is something we should cher- 
ish. Not everyone can physically do it. 

Yep. Don’t take it for granted. If you don’t 
feel like running for yourself, run for some- 
one who can't, like a child who needs a liver 
transplant or a kidney or who is suffering 
from cancer. Once you take your personal 
motives out of it, you'll be amazed at the 
things you have accomplished. 


And finally, how lucky do you think Chica- 
goans are for being so close to such great 
football in the Midwest? 

It’s amazing when I go to Chicago; bars are 
jammed full with Buckeye fans, fans from 
Michigan State, Minnesota, Northwestern, 
Wisconsin, Illinois ... the Big Ten Confer- 
ence is at the top of the pack now as far 

as football goes, especially with Michigan 
getting Jim Harbaugh. It’s going to be a lot of 
fun to watch.

He may be creeping into middle age, but 
there’s still plenty of chomp left in Pac-Man. 

Video games’ original breakout star has had 
a busy year. An inspired Google Maps prank 
that turned ordinary city streets into Power 
Pellet-filled mazes became a viral hit on April 
Fools’ Day. In May, the puck-shaped guy par- 
tied hard at Level 257—the new Pac-Man- 
themed restaurant in the northwest suburbs — 
to celebrate his 35th birthday. “Pac-Man” also 
was one of four games inducted into the first 
World Video Game Hall of Fame class at the 
National Museum of Play in Rochester, N.Y., 
last month. 

Now, with “Pixels,” Pac-Man is ready to be- 
come one of this summer’s biggest movie stars. 
In the action-comedy opening Friday and star- 
ring Adam Sandler and Peter Dinklage, inter- 
galactic aliens discover video feeds of classic 
arcade games, misinterpret them as a decla- 
ration of war and invade Earth in the form 
of Pac-Man, Donkey Kong and Centipede, 
among others. 

Not bad for a bizarre Japanese import that 
was expected to be little more than a blip when 


it hit American arcades during the summer of 
1980. Gamers were used to shooting things in 
space—what was the deal with this cartoony 
yellow thing collecting dots and eating ghosts? 

Eugene Jarvis, who created classic hits “De- 
fender” and “Robotron: 2084” while working at 
Chicago-based game developer Williams, found 
“Pac-Man” tedious and too easy when he got his 
hands on it during a trade show 35 years ago. 

“I was like, ‘This is the most boring game in 
the history of video games and it’s never go- 
ing to make money. I’m glad I didn’t do this 
piece of [bleep], ” said Jarvis, now president 
of Skokie-based arcade game company Raw 
Thrills. “But history has certainly proved me 
wrong there.” 

Even the game’s creator, professor Toru 
Iwatani, was skeptical of its success. He had 
women in mind when designing it at a time 
when video games were largely a male-domi- 
nated pastime. 

““Pac-Man’ was created as a comical, gentle, 
soft game,” Iwatani said while addressing the 
media at the “Pac-Man” 35th birthday party. 
“In America, Americans want thrilling action, 
exciting games, so the fear was that ‘Pac-Man’ 


would not be accepted in America.” 

But the colorful design and unique chase-or- 
be-chased gameplay managed to strike a chord 
with gamers of all stripes, and “Pac-Man” ma- 
chines ate quarters as vigorously as its hero 
swallowed glowing pixels. Namco, the game’s 
developer, sold more than 350,000 machines, 
and the game generated more than $2.5 billion 
in quarters. Jarvis remembers walking through 
some of Chicago’s neighborhood arcades in 
the ’80s and seeing multiple “Pac-Man” ma- 
chines right next to each other. 

“Some arcades would have to buy a ton of 
them because it got so crowded,” Jarvis said. “I 
remember the old [Fun Zone] in the Century 
mall at Diversey and Broadway had 10 of them 
alone.” 

Beyond the confines of malls and bowling 
alleys, “Pac-Man” became the first video game 
to become a crossover pop-culture sensation. 
Everywhere you looked, you'd find the puck- 
shaped figure—Saturday morning cartoons, 
breakfast cereal and even on the radio in the 
form of a Top 10 hit in one-hit wonder Buckner 
& Garcia's “Pac-Man Fever.” 

“Pac-Man was the first game that transcend-

ed games and brought them into mainstream 
culture,” said Jon-Paul Dyson, director of the 
National Museum of Play. “You didn’t have to 
be a gamer to know Pac-Man. He was every- 
where. He was the Babe Ruth of video games.” 

That recognition waned as the ’80s 
stretched on and Nintendo’s mustachioed 
mascot Mario became the new face of gaming. 
Then, over the next couple of decades, arcades 
died—replaced by powerful home consoles 
and increasingly complex and violent fare like 
“Call of Duty” and “Grand Theft Auto.” 

But now, in 2015, “Pac-Man” has come full 
circle. It’s regained popularity and spawned a 
new cartoon and a series of spinoff games as 
Gen Xers soak up the nostalgia of their youth. 

“Retro is cool again,” Dyson said. “Plus ‘Pac- 
Man’s’ game play still holds up after all these 
years. It doesn’t have to have high-resolution 
to be appealing.” 

Still, count Jarvis as surprised that ‘Pac-Man’ 
is still relevant three and a half decades later. 

“I thought maybe ‘Pac-Man’ would go the 
way of the pet rock and disco,” he said. “It’s 
amazing the immortality of these characters.”

He’s called Pac-Man, but it’s actually a Chi- 
cago woman who dons the puffy, inflatable 
costume of the iconic video game character 
in real life.

Man doesn’t have fingers,” Bishop said. 

Even encounters with police can be ador- 
able when dressed as Pac-Man. Bishop said 
authorities initially stopped her in Washing- 
ton, D.C., as she strode around in costume 
because the battery pack that inflates it re- 
sembled a bomb. 

“Tt was serious at first, but once we ex- 
plained it, they said I could go as long as they 
could take pictures with me,” Bishop said. 

Bishop’s love for Pac-Man has become per- 
manent. She has the outline of the character 
tattooed on her leg and says she’ll always have 
affection for the character—even after she 
hangs up the oversized suit for the last time. 

“Tt feels like we’re stuck together,” she said.

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JOE MACHIDOES 
FUNNY HIS WAY 


THE ‘LAST COMIC STANDING’ COMEDIAN 
KNOWS THE VALUE OF BEING ORIGINAL

n the 2014 season of NBC’s “Last 

Comic Standing,” Joe Machi imme- 

diately demonstrated that he was 
among the top comedians, if not the one to 
beat. Sample line: “Have you guys ever no- 
ticed that black people [... long pause ...] 
and white people are the same? ’Cause if you 
haven't, you are racist.” He was both goofy 
and fearless, evidenced by his line about the 
only good use for the N-word being his bank 
password because he would never say that out 
loud, even if someone mugged him and de- 
manded the code. 

Then, as he grew more comfortable being 
on a nationally televised stand-up competi- 
tion, something odd happened: Judge Keenan 
Ivory Wayans complained that he liked the 
Pennsylvania native better when he was ner- 
vous. 

“T felt a little frustrated because people 
always let other things get in the way of the 
jokes,” said Machi, who placed fourth in the 
competition (which begins its ninth season 
Wednesday) and appears Thursday and Friday 
at Zanies in Rosemont and for two sets Satur- 
day at Zanies in Old Town, by phone from a 
tour stop in Cleveland. “I was nervous at first; 
I hadn’t done theater shows before, and it was 
new and exciting. But by the time he made 
that comment, I’d had cameras around me 
constantly for weeks, and it kind of wore off. 
But it didn’t mean the jokes were any different. 

“Sometimes people will write, ‘Oh, I don’t 
like his voice.’ It’s like, that’s [OK] if you don’t 
like my voice. To me, the thought of the joke 
is the important part.” 

Machi does have a distinctive voice, a bit 
squeaky and enthusiastic. (Throughout our 
interview he repeatedly apologizes for being 
long-winded, even though he never comes off 
that way.) But it’s not an act, like when Bobcat 
Goldthwait became comically high-pitched 
on stage. Machi is always himself, and when 
he expresses frustration about how frequent- 
ly a lack of originality succeeds in entertain- 
ment, he’s not complaining, just stating a fact. 

“People would rather see a remake of a 
remake than a good original movie,” he said. 
“Boy, in New York City, Broadway’s almost 
dead. To have a [show] you have to have a 
famous actor in it, or it has to be a play of a 
Disney movie. It’s hard for people to take a 
chance on something a little different.” 

His material, first and foremost, comes 
from what he thinks is funny, not what he 
thinks others will find funny, which he said 
leads to comic blandness. That said, he 
dumps the material that doesn’t get laughs 
and doesn’t perform jokes until he figures out 
how to get them right—like a recent bit he’s 
working on about drinks marketed to athletes 
that he also uses, just because he’s lazy. 

“I drink Gatorade ’cause I sweat walking to 
my car,” he said. “For some reason, I haven't 
figured out how to make people laugh at that

yet. I think it’s a universal subject—some- 
times it just takes getting the right words to- 
gether.” 

For the record, I totally laughed at that. 
And at Machi noting how misleading Holly- 
wood movies are about humanity’s chances 
against alien invaders (“They would mop 
the floor with us,” he said), and at his sweet, 
self-deprecating comments such as, “I guess 
there’s no pickup line that’s bad if you're a re- 
ally good-looking guy. I haven’t cracked that 
code.” Like with many of the best comedians, 
things just sound funnier coming out of Ma- 
chi’s mouth. Oh, and about his mouth: 

“The first time I was on [“Red Eye” on Fox 
News, a show that has no connection with this 
paper and on which Machi appears as “Fright- 
ened Correspondent”], a person wrote, ‘I love 
the show; I just wanted to say that your new 
guest Joe Machi has a weird mouth,” he said. 
“It was like, “The show’s great. I like it. But 
I also want to make this guy self-conscious.’ 
I never respond to people who don’t have 
something positive to say.” 

Believe it or not, he still reads all of the 
tweets and Facebook posts about himself. It’s 
not to learn what people like but because it’s 
a motivator, with positive comments able to 
pick him up on a tough day—such as when 
someone recently commented that one of 
Machi’s bits reminded them of George Carlin. 

“T was like, ‘Wow! ” Machi said. “That’s a 
guy who is almost universally acclaimed. I 
don’t feel like ’'m anywhere near his level of 
having mastered stand-up. At least not yet. It 


feels good to feel every now and then people 
do really like you, some of the stuff you do. 
For every person that writes a good or bad 
review, there’s probably a lot more people 
that like it that just didn’t feel the need to 
put their hands on the keyboard and [write] 
something.” 

Of course, Machi knows comedy is a tough 
business. He writes constantly, realizing In- 
ternet exposure means stand-ups can’t do the 
same set over and over again anymore. He of- 
ten tells people it’s a career you need to love, 
as you don’t get big shows until you have a 
good amount of success under your belt, “and 
usually the shows you get are terrible until 
people want to come see you.” 

He remembers the first few open mics he 
did in college at his hometown school of Penn 
State University, noting the hard time he has 
when shows go poorly. 

“It gets easier to fail the more you fail,” he 
said with a laugh. “So I just had to {shrug} it 
off after [that], but I remember it really hurt 
to do bad like that.” 

In fact, he said he felt uneasy about the no- 
tion of a televised comedy contest because it’s 
so subjective in nature. There’s no right way 
to do stand-up, Machi said. “It’s like telling 
someone how to paint a picture,” he said. 

“T don’t know why stand-up is the one art 
where everyone thinks they’re an expert to 
an extent. But [“Last Comic Standing”} sure 
helped me a lot because at least a lot of people 
saw me tell jokes.”

great expectations 


efore Charlie Trotter, there was Arun Sampanthavivalt. 


In 1985, two years before Trotter launched his eponymous world-famous 


restaurant, at a time when Thai food awareness was relegated to gummy 


pad thai and shrimp chips that tasted like Styrofoam, Sampanthavivat opened a 


prix-fixe temple serving scratch curries and noodles sprinkled with gold leaf. Like 


Rick Bayless showed America that Mexican food was more than chimichangas, 


Arun elevated Thai food in the local and national consciousness. 


Arun’s original restaurant in Irving Park 
is still going strong, but with prices ranging 
from $75 to $100, it’s out of reach for many, 
something Sampanthavivat is hoping to 
change with his newest spot, Taste of Thai 
Town. “Arun’s is fine dining,” he said. “It’s 
not accessible to {the} public at large. Taste 
of Thai Town is very casual and priced com- 
petitively.” Inspired by Chinatown and Little 
Vietnam, Sampanthavivat, who estimates 
that the Thai ex-pat population in Chicago 


is “at least 15,000, probably more,” wants to 
create a central Thai district beginning with 
Taste of Thai Town, which is located in a re- 
purposed vintage police station in Albany 
Park. “I’m trying to bring the Thai commu- 
nity together commercially and socially,” he 
said. “However, Chinatown took too long. 
It evolved over 100 years. I want this to go 
faster, that’s why I’ve worked so closely as a 
joint venture with the city [Chicago provided 
TIF funding for the building’s renovation].” 


I stopped in recently to see if Taste of Thai 
Town had the tasty goods to be a foundation 
for Sampanthavivat’s vision. 


Acrab rangoon walks 

into a Thai restaurant 

If you want to build a true Thai commu- 
nity, it seems you would start with a menu 
heavy on authentic regional dishes, but the 
appetizer list at Taste of Thai Town, which 
includes crab rangoon, potstickers and 
spring rolls, reads like a greatest hits of every 
American pan-Asian takeout restaurant in 
Chicago. Crab rangoon is actually thought 
to be an American invention created at the 
tiki-craze pioneer Trader Vic’s. The crab 
rangoon, potstickers and spring rolls are all 
served as part of a deluxe appetizer platter 
($9.95) with something called Larb Moo 
Tord, a delightful one-bite fried version of a 
traditional Thai minced pork salad. When 
I asked Sampanthavivat why he serves crab 


rangoon at a Thai restaurant, he said, “People 
in the neighborhood expect it.” He added, “I 
don’t cook fusion food, because that’s often 
confusing, but I do believe in serving the very 
best versions of dishes from other cultures. 
It’s important to building community.” The 
rangoon featuring a crispy hand-crimped 
wrapper and velvety pureed cream cheese is 
an above-average rendition, and the potstick- 
ers are silky, but they’re not the kind of thing 
you'd travel far for. The croquettes, though, 
had an intense porkiness and ate like smoky 
addictive doughnuts that were crispy on the 
outside and warm and airy on the inside. 


A touch above takeout 
Though Arun opened the floodgates back 
in the 80s with Thai fine dining, in the past 
decade casual Chicago-area storefront Thai 
restaurants such as Spoon Thai, Aroy Thai, 
Tac Quick and Andy’s Thai Kitchen started 
serving authentic regional delicacies like

banana blossom salad, funky spicy Isaan 
sausage, traditional beef jerkies and pungent 
fish-sauced, chili-riddled curries. Few of 
these kinds of dishes are on the expansive 
Taste of Thai Town menu, which is instead 
populated with the usual suspects such as pad 
thai, pad see ewe and basil chicken. If these 
versions were the best in Chicago, that might 
be OK, but the chicken pad thai ($8.95) is 
cloying and has very few contrasting notes 

or textures. I had a hard time tasting much 
egg, peanut, fish sauce or tangy tamarind in 
the preparation. The grains on the crab fried 
rice ($10.95) were firm and well-cooked, but 
it had barely a whiff of garlic and only a few 
slivers of crab meat. A roasted duck curry 
($12.95), however, was redemptive. Medium- 
rare slivers of duck breast bobbed in a sea of 
flaming curry bursting with heady notes of 
kaffir lime. Sampanthavivat doesn’t use curry 
from a jar, and you can tell by the herbaceous 
perfume that wafts from the bowl. 


Seek out the special stuff 

Som tum or papaya salad tends to show up on 
alot of standard Thai menus around town, 
but rarely is it served with a fiery chili edge or 
briny bits of sweet-fleshed salt crab like it is 
at Taste of Thai Town. Though the som tum 
poo ($8.95) was delicious, it still wasn’t better 
than the som tum made tableside in a mortar 
and pestle by chef Dave Beran during Next 
restaurant’s Thai menu. That version, burst- 
ing with freshly crushed peanuts and sliced 
bittersweet papaya juice, is my all-time-favor- 
ite variation of the dish. 

Part of what’s frustrating about the Thai 
‘Town experience is that the duck curry and 
the som tum suggest Sampanthavivat has 
serious chops and a few secrets up his sleeve, 
but he’s pulling punches because he feels 
Chicagoans have certain expectations for 
casual Thai cuisine. Because of some research 
one of my friends did before we came, we 
knew there were a couple of “secret” dishes 
or specials that weren’t on the main menu, a 
sour curry and “ham hock” dish. We ordered 
the ham hock ($17.95) featuring braised 
planks of ham tossed with bok choy, hard- 


boiled egg and meaty shiitake mushrooms 
glazed with a blend of mirin rice wine, shoyu 
sauce and miso broth. While it was decidedly 
Japanese-influenced and not Thai, the dish 
was unique and creative and had a layered 
depth and assertive earthy rich flavors. “I 
hope to do more of that kind of stuff,” Sam- 
panthavivat said. “I plan to run many specials 
like the ham hock and the sour curry.” 


Brahma is watching 

As a gathering place, Taste of Thai Town 
succeeds. The facility is huge and divided up 
into a handful of rooms including a bright 
and airy solarium and a banquet hall-like side 
room featuring traditional Thai art celebrat- 
ing the reign of King Rama V, a monarch who 
prevented Siam from being colonized. The 
shrine of Brahma in the front of the restau- 
rant is anod to a similar shrine found at the 
Erawan hotel in Bangkok and a tribute to the 
highest Hindu god. Sampanthavivat, a genial 
presence, strolled the restaurant’s foyer and 
lit candles in front of the shrine the night I 
visited. 

The next day, when I interviewed Sampan- 
thavivat, I asked him why a guy so successful 
has taken on the tough challenge of building 
such a grand facility (he started working on 
this venture in 2011). “I’ve had a good life,” he 
said. “It’s time to give now I believe in rein- 
carnation. I’m getting older. I have to be very 
careful now. Once you get older you get wiser. 
I really want to build a lasting community so 
people can connect.” 


Bottom line 

Taste of Thai Town’s noodles, curries and 
appetizers are better than your average Thai 
takeout joint. But it’s Sampanthavivat’s 
unique dishes such as Japanese-braised ham 
hocks and sour curries that really shine. If 
Thai Town is to become the destination and 
community gathering spot he envisions, he 
should focus on integrating more of those 
specials into the regular menu.

Banks puts whole heart 
into electro-tinged R&B

Banks wants to make a connection. This is 
true in both her music—the Los Angeles 
singer-songwriter’s studio debut “Goddess,” 
which surfaced in 2014 awash in electro- 
tinged avant-R&B, deals heavily in romantic 
relationships—and in her day-to-day life. 

It’s this desire to move beyond the im- 
personal interactions taking place on social 
media sites that led Banks, born Jillian Banks 
27 years ago, to post her cellphone number on 
her official Facebook site. The number is still 
active, and she still takes calls when she can, 
although time admittedly has been hard to 
come by as her public profile has risen, fueled 
by tours alongside the likes of The Weeknd, 
who also joins the singer on the bill of next, er, 
weekend’s Lollapalooza. 


Is there anyone on the Lollapalooza bill 
you're excited to check out? 

Festivals are really special because you can 
kind of wander around and discover new art- 
ists you might not usually be into on record, 
but then you see them live and it’s a different 
experience. For me it’s more about experienc- 
ing people you didn’t originally know about 
and seeing where you wind up. 


Is there anyone you've discovered wander- 
ing around a festival setting in that way? 
Hmm. I played Laneway Festival and I saw 
Jungle perform. I love their music, but live 
they were amazing. You're kind of putting me 
on the spot, but it definitely happens. 


Do you enjoy playing with the contrast be- 
tween the human, heart-on-sleeve vocals and 
some of those chillier electronic backdrops? 


I don’t really think of music like that. I don’t 
overthink anything. It’s just doing whatever 
sounds good and supporting whatever the 
song is about. I don’t think in terms of balanc- 
ing human and not-human characteristics. If 
I want something to be airy, light and fragile 
and J hear it in electronic sounds, then it’s 
going to be that. “Under the Table” really 
needed to be really bare and raw, so that’s why 
it’s just grand piano. It depends on what I’m 
craving. You can’t really explain why you do 
things when you're making something that 
represents your heart, and my music is my 
heart. Ifit feels it needs to be some way, it just 
is. Everything is natural with me. 


You studied psychology in college. How 

did you develop that interest in learning 
about how the mind works and why people 
respond to emotional situations in the ways 
they do? 

I was born a very sensitive creature. Sometimes 
I feel I’m too sensitive to function. I saw my 
parents go through a really hard and bad di- 
vorce that really messed me up. Now I can see 
how people can start at one point and end in 
another. I’m really intuitive, and I love people. 


You actually posted your phone number on 
Facebook. How often did you answer calls? 
I try to as much as possible, and I text people 
back. I can’t answer or respond to everybody, 


but I do what I can and I don’t see a reason 
to stop doing that. It’s a special thing and a 
special way to connect. 


What’s the most memorable conversation 
you had? 

They’re all memorable. People are really 
honest. It’s not Twitter. It’s not this public 
platform where there are all these different 
layers of why you’re tweeting something. It’s 
honest and direct. They don’t need to prove 
anything because there are no followers or 
eyes on them. There’s nothing blocking them. 


Sam Smith plays after you at Lolla, and he’s 
known for his unrequited love ballads. Do 
you think in tandem you could scare kids off 
the idea of romance? 

No. I don’t think anybody could be scared off 
the idea of romance. It’s something that hap- 
pens even if you don’t want it to sometimes. 


Your songs do tend to take a more caustic 
view of relationships. Do you find those 
conflicts more interesting to write about than 
fairy-tale romance? 

They’re all fairy tales. I also don’t only write 
about the negatives. ... I guess I’m just emo- 
tional, so it sounds like I’m in pain all the time 
even when I’m in love.
